Miſ-eetting by the vſe ot any lawleſſe means,orthe im- 
moderate vſe of any lawful: Miſ-keeping from God & 
man,chiefly from the poore,and fromthe publike:Miſ- 
ſpending, cither at all in (infull things, or excefliuely in 
pood things. There arc ſome more particular euills, 
which are found in richer men,as pride of it, confidence 
in it, vnſatiableneſle with it; and inthe poorer ſort, en- 
vying them that have more,grumbling that themſelues 
hane fo lirtle. All andeach of theſe the Lord deth ſhew 
himſelt offended at,& would conſumeas drofle by this 
fire: For as'a:go0od father keepes many faults together 
Sn the fcore, as it were, and reckons for all at one bea- 
ting, ſo doth the Lord with his children, elſe, alas, hee 
ſhould be alwaies fighting, becauſe we are alwaies of- 
fending. Let me ſpeakea little more art large oftheſe e- 
vils. For enill getting of goods firſt, hath notthe Lord 
threatned that fire ſhall conſume the houſes of bribes? 
meaning all that ſubſtance- which is vniuſtly :artained, 
and all the reſtin the houſe, though gotten iuftly, tope- 
ther with the place within which they are bottvlaid vp,

meaſures, orany like iniquity, ro-getalicele pelfe tope- 
ther, which now thou ſeeft, the wind is able to blow 
from thee; in the ſpace of a few houres ? VVill.you for- 
feir a Kingdome, an euerlaſting Kingdome, by ſinging 
againit God, againſt his Word, againſt your conſcien- 
ces,to hook thatto you wrongfully,which you ſee now 
you cannot keep with all your paines? Now learne to 
know the ficklenefſeof riches,ſo wel as that thou maiſt

For Salomen 
hath commanded ſaying, Labour wot to be rich, thatis, 
make not the petting of riches the ſcope and end of 
thy labour, which he ſurely doth that taketh exceſhue 
paines to attaine them, And he ſubioynes this reaſon 
to his precept, for riches taketh her ſelfe co her wings, 
and flyeth away like an Eagle. Now then that God 
hath.made you to ſee your riches euen flying away 
from you on the wings of a windy flame, doth hee not 
ſenſibly puniſh you, for ſuch immoderate labouring, 
and call you to more moderation? If then any man haue 
ſo farre giuen ouer himſelfe to the ſeeking of earthly 
things, by the moſt lawfull courſes that can be, asto _ 
- thruſtoutquite, or elſe to thruſt vp in a narrow corner 
theſe exerciſes that tend to pet betrer things than
